Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  for  1946, 
a statutory  duty  which  I undertake  for  the  second  time,  which 
is  again  an  ordinary  report  compiled  in  accordance  v/ith  the 
instructions  of  the  Minister  of  health  as  indicated  in  Circular 
No.  13/47  dated  13.3.47 

The  health  of  the  district  was  maintained 
at  a satisfact or^r  level  during  the  year  under  reviev;  and  the 
administration  area  was  free  frcii  devastating  or  alarming 
outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease.  The  increasing  incidence  of 
Diphtheria  which  was  noted  in  the  closing  quarter  of  1945 
v;as  not  prolonged  int  1946.  Of  this  deadly  infection  only 
four  cases  occured  and  these  were  in  children  in  the  non- 
immunised  group  . They  vvere  children  of  parents  who  preferred 
to  adhere  resolutely  to  the  old  hackneyed  cliche  that  "they 
don't  believe  in  it",  parents  who  prefer  slopoy  thinking  and 
an  easy  way  out  rather  than  take  the  trouble  to  ensure  that 
their  child  is  adequately  protected  from  suffering.  Fortunately, 
none  of  these  children  died.  But , neverless , the  lesson  is  a 
salutory  one  and  is  there  for  those  v/ho-  are.  willing  to  read  and 
learn. 


It  v/as  with  regret  that  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Eva 
McKinna  v/as  received  and  accepted  and  I cannot  let  this 
opportunity  pass  v/itheut  paying  "tribute"  to  one  who  worked  so 
faithfully  and  zealously  in  the  promotion  of  child  welfare  in 
this  area.  She  commenced  her  work  at  the  clinics  in  March  1937. 
Her  departure  will  be  much  regretted  bv  the  mothers  ' and  •'hildren 
v;ith  v;hom  she  came  in  such  close  contact.  We  w-elcome 
her  successor,  Dr.  E.  Nemec,  when  I feel  confident  w'lll  have 
a successful  and  distinguished  career  in  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Vi/elfare  service  of  the  district. 

But,  the  success  C’-ild  V^elfare  service  depends 

on  team,  work  and  the  clinical  officer  cannot  constitute  the  whole 
team.  The  most  Important  branch  of  th.:^  work  among  the  mothers 
and  children  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  who  have  given 
loyal  and  dsyoted  service  to  their  many  arduous  duties  and  to  them, 
thanks  is  due.  kna  to  the  voluntarv  heloers,  I extend  the  thanks 
of  the  Department  for  all  the  many  kindnesses  shov/n  in  the  interest 
■and  the  comfort  of  the  mothers. 

The  greatest  need  in  the  district  is  still 
ujnprovided  and  that  is  a local  Maternity  Hospital.  Steps  to  this 
end  have  been  taken  and  progress  has  been  m.ade  particularly  in 
obta.ining  the  support  of  the  iJotts.  County  Council.  It  is  a 
m.ost  urgent  need  and  I cannot  prr:C3  this  case  too  strongly  for  the 
favourable  consideration  of  the  Minister.  The  National  Health 
Service  i.et  1946  may  provide  more  beds  but  it  will  not  bring  these 
beds  into  this  area  where  the  need  is  greatest.  Unless  a 
Maternity  Hospital  is  built  in  this  area  the  now  Health  Service 
cannot  provide  a maternity  scheme  freed  from  the  objection  that  the 
mothers  of  this  district  must  travel  long  distances  to  obtain 
hospital  treatment  in  childbirth  or  in  an  obstetrical  emergency. 
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I desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  v;crk  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  DGp<=-r  tnent  ,■  .the 
valuable  assistance  of  ny  e ol lo- ,:."ucs  in  ether  De  o-  rtnents 
and  the  enthusiasm  and  encourigemont  of  the  llomhers  of  the 
Council . ' ...

I have  pleasure  in  present  in^;:; , with  that  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  Annual  Report  for  the  ^ear  1946, 
my  fifth  year  with  this  Authority. 

The  difficulties,  referred  to  last  year,  in  o>^taining 
labour  and  materials  for  housing  repair  work,  do  not  decrease  as 
vv’as  hoped,  but  do  in  fact  increase.  In  view  of  these  difficulties 
the  quite  appreciable  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  this  connection 
must  be  considered  satisfactory,  and  a credit  to  the  ivdditional 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  are  primaril-'^  responsible  for  this  work. 
The  statistics  given  bear  no  relation  to  the  amount  of  tine  and 
trouble  which  has  to  be  expended  to  obtain  these  results. 

Nor  does  the  dav  seem  miuch  nearer  when  we  shall  be 
able  to  rid  ourselves  of  the  many  houses,  which,  as  the  Housing 
Act  puts  it  "are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  are  not  capable 
at  reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  so  fit".  This  obviously 
cannot  be  done  until  new  houses  are  available  to  replace  them,  b-^t 
I trust  that  the  tine  v:ill  scon  arrive  when  serious  consideration 
can  be  given  to  the  question  of  rehousing  the  tenants  of  som-e 
of  our  worst  houses. 

The  supervision  of  the  food  supply  of  the  district 
has  again  claimed  its  full  share  of  attention,  particularly  in 
relation  to  milk  and  ic<^  cream.  Pull  particulars  of  the  v/ork 
done  in  this  and  other  connections  are  included  in  the  body  of  the 
report . 


May  I,  in  conclusion,  express  avr  thanks  and  appreciation, 
to  the  Chairman  and  Mem'^ers  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
unfailing  interest  and  support,  to  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  continued  efficient  work,  and  to  Dr.  Drummond 
and  my  fellow  officials  in  other  Departments  for  their  help  and 
co-operation.

Specimens  from  cases'  or  suspected'  cases  of  Diphtheria,

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CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 


The  births  of  56  premature  infants  whose  mothers  are  normally 
resident  in  the  Council’s  District  were  notified  during  1946. 

Of  these  18  v;ere  born  at  home  v/hile  the  remainder  v/ere  born  either 
in  hospital  or  nursing  homes.  Of  those  born  at  home  one  died  v;ithin 
the  first  24  hours,  one  was  transferred  to  Hospital,  and  the 
remaining  16  were  nursed'  entirely  r,  t home. 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cot::,  with  hot  water  bcttles, 
electric  lankets  etc.  and  an  ambulance  fjc, nipped  with  oxygen,  is 
made’  for  all  premature  infants  requiring  transportation.  They 
are  accompanied  to  hospital  by  a Midv;ife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similar  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at  home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required  and  were  utilised  on  one  occasion  during  the  ye9.r , the 
cost  being  born  by  the  Council. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infants  t - 

Pour  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year  - two  were  Institutional  confinements  and  two  were  Domiciliary 
confinements,  these  latter  subsequently  being  removed  to  hospital. 

On©  baby  died  but  in  none  of  the  remaining  cases  was  the  vision 
impaired . 

Mothers ; - 

There  were’  -four  .c.ases  of  Puerperal  pyrexia  notified  during 
the  year,  two  from. Bee'ston  and  tw’o  from  Stapleford.  They  occurred 
in  domiciliary  confinements.  The  patients  v/ere  removed  to  hospital 
and  each  mode  a complete  recovery.

There  is  one  voluntary  certified  home  in  the  district  which 
received  29  children  under  9 years  into  its  care  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES'  OF  THE  AREA. 

V^ATER 

The  water  supply,  of  the  district,  v'hich  is  obtained,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  wells,  from  the . Nottingham  Corporation  mains, 
continues  ’to-  be.  .s.atisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quai  ity. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the ' Council ’ s Officers 
during  1946.  These  were  submitted  to  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  proved  to  be  entirely  satisfactory 
Si5;  were  from  the  mains  and  -one  from  chlorinated  well  water. 

• It  is  inter -sting  to  note  that  the  Nottingham  Corporation  obtain 
their  supplies,  from  two  sourcesj- 

1,..  , /'ill ells  and  Bpreholes ' sunk  in  the  Hunter  beds  of  the  new  red 

sandstone  in  five  localities,  within  the  County  of  Nottingham  & 

2»  The  Derwent  Valley  Water  Scheme  which  proyid'^s  water  to  the 
towns  of  Nottingham,  Lelceston,  JDcirby  and  Sheffield  and  the 
Counties  of  Derbyshire  and  Nottinghamshire  and  is  obtained  from 
a moorland  watershed  in  the  heart  of  the  Derbyshire  Peak 
District,  some  50  miles  from  Nottingham.

VVork  on  the  destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice,  which  during' the 
past  few  years  has  consistently  received  its  full  share  of 
attention,  v/as  further  intensified  during  the  year  b^/-  the 
appointment,  in  August,  of  a full  time  Rodent  Officer.  This 
step  was  taken  so  that  full  advantage  could  be  taken  of  the 
private  dwellings  scheme,  sponsored  by  the  Ministr^r  of  Food. 

This  scheme  proceeds  on  lines  which  have  been  adopted  for 
some  time  by  this  Department,  namely,  that  treatment  of  infestations 
of  private  dwellings  should  be  carried  out  by  the  Council  free  of 
charge  except  in  cases  v;here  the  infestation  is  obviously  due  to  the 
tenants  neglect  or  default.  It  has  long  been  felt  that  the 
levying  of  a charge  has  a deterring  effect  on  notification  of 
infestations  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Ministry  have  now 
subscribed  to  this  view.  Charges  are  made  for  treatment  of 
business  premises.  Expenditure  on  this  scheme  ranks  for  grant 
from  the  Ministry  of  Pood  as  also  does  expenditure  on  the  scheme 
for  treatment  of  sewers.

96  Samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  yocr  and  submitted 
for  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst.  Of  the  96,  82  proved 
to  be  entirely  satisfactory,  on  the  whole  a very  s-'tisfying 
result.  4 of  these  samples  which  wore  obtained  from  schools

Six  samples  failing  out  of  a total  of  21  taken  cannot  be 
regarded  as  very  satisfactory.  It  is  hov/ever  an  improvement  on  the 
1945  results  when  15  ffiled  out  of  30.  These  samoles  were 
submitted  to  the  methylene  Blue  Test  and  were  examined  for  Bacillus 
Coli  and  bacterial  count.  Of  the  six  unsat  isfactor;/  samples, 
one  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue,  B.  Coll  and  count  tests. 

Three  failed  the  B.  Coli  test  only  and  two,  in  addition  to  failing 
on  the  B.  Coli  test,  also  had  high  bacterial  counts.

D.  Nino  samples  of  Sterills''.h  milk  and  tv/o  of  heat-treated  milk 
were  also  tested  and  found  to  he  S‘  tisfactory,  although  tv;o  of  the 
former  had  rather  high  bacterial  counts. 

Sam.pling  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

During  the  year  21  milk  samples  from  farms  within  the  district 
were  submitted  to  the  Derbyshire  C.C.  laboratory  for  biological 
examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  only  one  case  was  this 
organism  found,  and  the  affected  cow  was  traced  and  slaughtered. 
Although  this  is  the  first  positive  sample  of  63  taken  since  vn 
commenced  sampling  some  2h  years  ago,  it  is  felt  that  the  discovery 
and  slaughter  of  one  animal  giving  Tuberculous  milk  fully  .iustifies 
this  v/ork.

ICE  CREAM  The  sampling  of  Ice  Cream,  commenced  during  1945, 
was  continued  during  1946,  23  samples  being  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  .kublic  Analyst  who  e:>famined  them  for  bacterial  count  '^nd  B 
Coli,  the  tentative  standards  reported  upon  last  year  still  being 
used.  i.e.  not  more  than  200,000  bacteria  per  mil,  B.  Coli  to 
be  absent  in  0.01  mil. 

Of  the  23  samples  taken  18  satisfied  the  above  standards  and  five 
failed.
